In 
Spain, Portugal, and uorthern Africa, 
thoosaiida of people are dependent on 
Ibe 'eork crop* wblcb Is stripped fnHn 4 
species of evtrgteen-tree every ei^ht 
or tea yeara. Llng«ed.oll la prasaed 
from flaxseed. Bod the detnaud by ittls 
conntrrforthe oil deCermlnes lualurse 
mta^ure the pronperity of the Argen- 
tine RepulfHc tha laigcAt producer Of 
flaxseed in tbe world. 

"The harlap which Is the baae of 
linoleum is woven in Scotlend from 
jale grown in India. Thus, six coun- 
tnea. thousands of miles distant, aid 
in providing material for the flnlahcd 
Unoleom, which is manufactured >vith 
opplja&fcs which require vast electri- 
cal ami steel equipment and elaborate 
hg^tin^ apparetua. 

'TTie cork arrives at tbe linoleum 
factoiT in bain of about 2fiO pounda 
C3ch. It fa groood luto small granulea 
at first and later into powder as fine as 
floor. The milling process for thla 
cork Lj, In fart, slmllHr to that em- 
ployed la grindbg grain, even to tha 
'bottiDg' precesa, insuring a amooth, 
fine pomlen 

"The licaeed-oll, after hdilng, Is 
puBiped iota movable coaveyors that 
cajxy It over the top of the oiidlplnS 
shsis. These aheda m« thirty feet 
high, narroTT ia -faldth, and ot tho eldea 
are faon^ lengths of cotton enim> Aa 
tlw coQTcyora pass over tbo top cf 



coating of oil and oxygen becomes 
about an Inch thick. Than tha sheeL'i, 
dusted with whiting so that they will 
not stick, are carebiHy tohen dowo. 

"From tho oxldlaln^ ahednj the 
sheets of Bcrim and oH ano aent to the 
Wmcnt' plant The 'cement' Is made 
by first pulverizing tho oxidlztd oil by 
crushing it between steel rollers and 
then boiling this mass In kcttlea con- 
taining about three tons each. During 
the boiling process, kauri gum (the 
fermented sap of plnc^trcea from New 
Zealand), realn, and other materlala 
are mixed In, the result being a 
cement mixture whicb lator asrvea as 
a. hinder for the cerk-fiour. 

"Tliu cement, after cooling, la cut 
Into chunka about one foot aquare and 
four or five Inchoa thick. Then bagliia 
the mixing process. Passing through 
one IngcnlouB machine after another, 
the cement mixture of oil, scrim, resin, 
etc., ia thoroughly kneaded with the 
pulverized cork, the whole result be- 
\ne once more pulverised before It 1b 
dropped down to one at tbe calender 
lng.maehlnGa. 

Healed Steam Rollflra 

"This calenderlnB-machlne coneists 
of a aeriea of heated ateam-rollars, 
each roller weighing twenty-six tons. 
Burlap ia run In at the hottom of the 
rollers and the cork and oil mixtnro 
at Ibo lop, the two being preased ctose 
ly together., Under the tnnuOHdou 
presBuro and the heat they are practU 
eally vulcanized into one whole. 

'^e plain Unoleum now goes to tha 
'stoveH,* brick atructfirea, very long 
and very narrow, about alxty-fli^ feet 
In height. Tho linoleum la hung In 
theee deep, narrow enclosures to sca- 
sqn and dry from aoe to six weeks."

It means that on one acr« of 
ground enough water to fill more 
than (»0 barrets of 45 galluna esch 
hap fallen.

If the 
rain-storm covered 1,000 aer^i 
which would be a very small shouir 
Indeed, 113,000 tons of water wot 'd 
fall from the clouds.
